Applicant's arguments filed 1/10/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive for reasons detailed below. 

The 35 U.S.C. 112 rejections are maintained or modified as follows: 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the apparatus" (2 nd In. from end). There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Examiner recommends amending the language in claim 1 to read "wherein a 
contact surface of the classifier contacting the silicon imparts...". 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the silicon" (last In.). There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Examiner recommends amending the language in claim 3 to read "wherein a 
contact surface of the classifier contacting the silicon pieces imparts...". 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "the rotary indent classifier" (2 nd In. from end). 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 13 recites the limitation "the rotary indent classifier" (2 nd In. from end). 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.

Regarding claims 11, 12 and 16-17, these claims contain features that have been 
previously defined, via incorporation by reference, in the respective independent claims, 
thus it is unclear what claim scope Applicant is defining with these claims. Further, with 
regards to claims 11 and 16, it is unclear how Applicant is combining the rotating disks 
and cylinder to the features previously defined via incorporation by reference. 

Examiner requests clarification and also advises the cancellation of these 

claims.
